This report is presented to establish baseline data on important aspects of 
the Arlington Reservoir; namely, the great abundance a 
life that can be seen in the area and use of the site by 
birders. This report is written to document the value of 
the site in these regards. 

The Town of Arlington owns the Reservoir and all of the immediate land 
siUTOunding it, including an extension along Munroe Brook. The area is 
under the management umbrella of the Arlington Public Works 
Department. The Arlington Park and Recreation Commission has 
jurisdiction over the swimming area. Since the Reservoir is situated in both 
Arlington and Lexington, its wetland status is under the jurisdiction of both 
Arlington and Lexington Conservation Commissions. The ecology and 
public use of the area points out the need for a comprehensive management 
plan for the area. Indeed, goals in that plan could well include enhancement 
of the area for wildlife. 

BIRDS 

The Arlington Reservoir is an important migratory area for many 
waterbirds and the surrounding uplands provide fair to good habitat for 
songbirds. Nearly 150 species of birds have been seen in the immediate 
area (see a full list in Appendix IT The habitat is probably the "wildest" in 
Arlington and its diversity attracts the birds even though the Reservoir was 
artificially created.

The seasonal fluctuation in water level creates good three seasons of 
spectacular birds. It draws diving ducks and grebes (in the deep end) and 
dabbling ducks, shorebirds and herons around the weeds and mudflats 
(shallow end). There are no other habitats quite like these elsewhere in 
Arlington. At times the Reservoir draws a wider variety of waterfowl than 
the Great Meadows National Wildlife Refuge in Concord. 


BIRDING 

Over the last ten years, birding, or in other words observing wild birds for 
enjoyment, has grown immensely in popularity. A recent survey shows that 
there are an estimated 54 million participants in this endeavor in the United 
States. This survey also shows that birding is participated in by more 
people than such traditional outdoor activities such as hiking and camping. 
The number of people fishing or bicycling only exceeds the number birding 
by three to four million participants. 

In April of 1999, a survey of subscribers to local bird listservers were 
asked how often they visited the Reservoir between Spring 1998 and 
Spring 1999. The responses (Appendix 2) show that the 76 birders spent

1060 birder visits to the Reservoir. The respondents (and the people who 
might have been with them) probably represent only a small portion of the 
birders visiting the Reservoir. Expanding the sub-sample to a total estimate 
is difficult, but a few thousand day visits is not out of the question over a 
period of a year. Surely this outnumbers the fisherpeople and maybe even 
the recreational walkers using the area.

Meadow Brook Park (Arlington) 

This is the official name of the marshy area in back of Mount Pleasant Cemetery in 
Arlington. To get to Mount Pleasant, take Mystic Street out of Arlington eenter, and just 
across from the Police Station is a tiny road called Sachem Avenue, which leads right into 
the Cemetery. If you take your first left when you get into the cemetery, it leads up to a 
brush dump type of area, which they are currently developing (evidently for more graves). 
Just past the dump area is the public area, with a brook and a marsh. The weedy edge of the 
dump is great for fall sparrows. If you take the little bridge to the right of the marsh, then 
turn left you will be on a road beside the marsh. Peer in there for sandpipers and herons in 
the fall. This section is the best Northern Waterthrush place in Arlington (spring and fall).

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Menotomy Rocks (Arlington) 

I haven’t explored the potential of this area, but other ArlingtonBirders have, and it can be 
excellent in spring migration. Take Jason Street off Mass Ave, and the entrance is pretty 
obvious (closer to Route 2). 
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Arlington Reservoir (Arlington/Lexington)

On the Arlington/Lexington town line just north of Massachusetts Avenue. From Arlington 
Center take Mass Ave to Park Avenue and turn right. Take your first left on Lowell Street. 
Drive past the pond and park by the woods on the left just beyond the pond (you’ll have to 
do a U-tum in order to do so). There’s a public path around the Res. In early and late 
winter, excellent for ducks (freezes mid-winter). In the fall, if they draw down the water 
enough, it can be good for shorebirds, and Pectoral Sandpiper and Snipe are regular fall 
visitors. The farm fields beside the pond are owned by the Busa family, who are 
exceptionally public spirited, and have issued an invitation to birders to explore fields for 
sparrows once the growing season is over. They have a farm stand, so give them your 
business! 



Spy Pond (Arlington) 

Always a good spot for winter ducks, but there is no where else in the state that I know of 
where you can see 200 American Coots at a whack. There is a public parking area at the end 
of Pond Lane (off Mass. Ave.), but try lots of vantages around the pond. 


The Great Meadows (Lexington) 

Not to be confused with Great Meadows in Concord, this East Lexington area is owned by 
Arlington. Follow directions to Arlington Res, but continue past, and take your first left on 
Lillian Road, then your first right on Sheila Road. Take the public path at the end of Sheila. 
Good spot for Woodcock, and all sorts of field and marsh birds in the breeding season. 
Access to the Great Meadows is also available on several locations off Massachusetts 
Avenue.
